Killed in Worst 
Civilian Disaster 


Pilot W as Trying 
To Rota rn to 
Now York Airport 


NEW YORK W—A flaming Vene­ 
zuelan airline Super Constellation 
crashed and disappeared into the 
Atlantic Ocean today, killing 74 
persons, including 20 Americans, 
in the worst regular civilian airline 
disaster in aviation history. 
The plane hurtled almost straight 
down into calm seas only seven 
minutes’ flying time from a pos­ 
sible emergency landing at New 
York’s Idlewrild A irport 
Its pilot wa* trying desperately 
to return to land because the plane 
had a faulty engine. 
The humpbacked airliner struck 
the water with a cascade of flames 
and spray. 
It disappeared nose- 
down before the eyes of horrified 
passengers aboard an Eastern Air­ 
lines (dane flying to Puerto Rico 
and the crew of a Coast Guard 
Albatross amphibian. 
Only minutes before, radio oper­ 
ators manning Die air-rescue cir­ 
cuit heard the pilot jubilantly re­ 
port he had sighted the shore.

Egypt Parades 
Military Might 
With Soviet Arms 
CAIRO, Egypt (KB) — Premier 
Gamal Abdel Nasser took Egypt’s 
newly-acquired Soviet arms off the 
secret list today with a mammoth 
parade of Egyptian, military m ight 
Stalin tanks, heavy guns and ar­ 
bored cars rumbled through Re­ 
public Square in the biggest mili­ 
tary parade ever held in Egypt. 
Mig-15 jets and Ilyushin bombers 
flashed overhead. 
It was an all-out show of strength 
in the same square where Nasser 
said Tuesday night Egypt hoped 
for a free Arab world which would 
stretch from Morocco to Iraq, and 
urged the freeing of Palestine. 
German-trained Egyptian troops 
marched through the square in a 
semi-goose step. 
With them were 
token forces and military bands 
from Syria, Lebanon, Jordan, Sau­ 
di Arabia, The Yemen, The Sudan, 
Libya and Palestine. 
On the reviewing stand were 
representatives of the Arab states, 
Dmitri Shepilov, the Soviet foreign 
minister, and Sir Brian Robertson, 
the last British commander of Brit­ 
ish forces in Egypt.

Tito, Soviets 


Agree to Renew 
I 
Party Relations 


MOSCOW O I—Marshal Tito of 
Yugoslavia and the leaders of tbs 
Soviet Union said today the ques­ 
tion of Formosa should be settled 
in accordance “with the rights” of 
Communist China. 
Tito and Soviet Premier Nikolai 
Bulganin signed a joint communi­ 
que which also expressed regret 
that 
the 
Peiping government’s 
“rights” had not been recognized 
in the United Nations. 
At the same time Tito signed a 
separate communique with Soviet 
Communist Party leader Nikita S. 
Khrushchev restoring relations be­ 
tween their parties, torn asunder 
in 1948 when Tito and his party 
were drummed out of th# interna­ 
tional Cominform. 
A fter the signing, Tito decorated 
Soviet 
Defense Minister Gcorgi 
Zhukov with a Yugoslav military 
medal. 
Accepting, Zhukov said: 
I 
“The Soviet Union will do all 
possible to insure peaee in the 
■ world. 
But if war is imposed on 
us we will be together ss in the 
last war, for human happiness. 
I 
arn convinced that the people of 
the Soviet Union and Yugoslsvit 


j will m arch arm in arm in the strug­ 
gle for peace and socialism.” 
Tito did not respond to the state­ 
ment.

Tito and Bulganin issued a rosy 
worded joint statement which end­ 
ed th eir top-level talks with the 
announcement of “a new stage” 
in relations between the two Com­ 
munist countries. 
This was Tito’s first visit to Mos­ 
cow since Josef Stalin ousted him 
ifrom the Cominform — the Com­ 
munist Information Bureau that co­ 
ordinated party activities — and 
the communique showed he and 
the Soviet leaders thought the same 
on m any world issues.

Three indicted by 
N. Y. Jury for 
Labor Racketeering 


NEW YORK <U.E> — A grand 
jury indicted a labor racketeer and 
two henchmen Tuesday on charges 
they conspired to accept a $30,000 
bribe from a manufacturer to get 
a union off his back. 
The 
indictment charged 
that 
John Dioguardi, known as Johnny 
Dio, set himself up as a “labor 
consultant” for the purpose of 
“selling labor peace for a price.” 
Dio, 42, previously convicted of 
extortion and income tax evasion, 
was so confident of his ability to 
control unions, Assistant District 
Attorney Harold A. Birns said, that 
he offered to post st $50,000 bond 
to assure that he would end strikes 
at the Kings Electro Plating Conv 
pany of Brooklyn and the Kings 
Automatic Plating Company of the 
borough of Queens. 
Leonard Kornblum, a partner in 
the two firms, actually paid $10,000 
of the bribe in two installments, 
the charge said, but Dio and his 
accused co-conspirators were un­ 
able to gain control of the union, 
a unit of the United Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers inde­ 
pendent union. 
Also named in the indictment 
were Samuel Goldstein, president 
of local 239 of the International 
Brotherhood 
of Teamsters, 
and 
I Max Chester, secretary-treasurer of 
Local 405 of the Retail Clerks In- 


i ternational 
Association until he 
was expelled by the parent union 
last March. 
Chester was ousted by the union 
after his indictment in another 
shakedown charge. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (lh—Dry, hot 
weathei intensified a devastating 
drouth in the Southwest today. 
Farmers and livestock produc­ 
ers in many areas staked their 
hopes tor relief on the federal gov­ 
ernment and the chance of rain. 
The afflicted areas include ll 
northwest Missouri counties, south­ 
west Iowa, western and northwest 
Kansas, parts of Nebraska and 
Oklahoma, and 78 Texas counties 
ruining from the Panhandle to the 
Rio Grande 
The drouth is more than four 
years old in some sections. 
Anti-drouth measures include an 
“ Operation Haylift” to aid suffer­ 
ing Iowa farmers. 
Hay is being 
cut along roadsides in the state’s 
northeast and north central por­ 
tions for shipment to the drouth 
area. 
In the Missouri drouth-lands, the 
earth is rock-hard because of lack 
moisture and acute awter shortage 
have developed in many communi­ 
ties. 
The region is in need of 
water, feed and seed supplies. 
The 3,000 residents of Bethany, 
Mo., are restricted to two gallons 
of water a day for bathing. 
City 
officials plan to ship water from 
Kansas City or St Joseph if con­ 
ditions do not improve. 
Oren Stacey of Ray, Mo., presi­ 
dent of the National Farm ers Or­ 
ganization, sent a telegram to Ag­ 
riculture Secretary Ezra T. Ben­ 
son urging immediate federal aid 
for the stricken Missouri area. 
Even soaking rains now will not 
revive parched pastures until fall, 
Staley said 
Cattlemen were reported selling 
out in western and northwest Kan­ 
sas, where the drought is nearly 
five years old and at its worst 
since 3951. 
Secretary Glenn Pickett of the 
Kansas Livestock Assn. said many 
western Kansas pastures are “bare 
as a road.” 


“ I know hundreds of cattlemen 
who have sold completely out since 
March.” he said. 
“The auction 
markets usually are closed now in 
the northwest, yet recently they 
have had the biggest runs they 
ever had.” 
From the federal government 
came a report that June I range 
conditions in Kansas, Nebraska 
and Oklahoma were the worst since 
1937.
